W. A. La Font, Postmaster 
at Dowell, Takes Poison 
at Metropolis After Fail- 
ing to Raise Cash. 


WIFE AND DAUGHTERS

Warrant Had Been Issued 
and Financial Concern in 
Mining Town Placed in 
Hands of State. 


William A. La Font, whose wife 
and two daughters reside in St. 
Louis, ended' his life with poison 
last night at Metropolis, Ill., while 
facing a grand jury investigation of 
a shortage of $34,800 in the Union 
State Bank of Dowell, Ill., of which 
he was president. Dowell is in 
Jackson County, about 20 miles 
north of Murphysboro.

At the Flad ave- 
nue address it was explained that 
Mrs. La Font resided in St. Louis to 
give her daughter educational ad- 
vantages net available at Dowell.

A warrant charging La Font with 
embezzlement was issued Saturday 
after an investigation started by 
W. H. Leek, a director of the bank, 
revagled unsecured notes and 
checks signed by La Font amount- 
ing to $34,800. One note, dated 
early in January, is for $18,000, 
while an undated check for $5500 
drawn by La Font was carried as 
cash, according to State’s Attorney 
Fletcher Lewis, who issued the 
warrant. The State Auditor’s office 
took charge of the bank, which 
was closed during the examination. 

La Font, who was also postmas- 
ter at Dowell, departed Thursday 
by automobile. He visited his wife 
here Friday, appearing in good 
spirits. On Saturday he drove to 
Metropolis, where his mother, Mrs. 
Eugene La Font, widow of a 
wealthy miller, and a brother, Roy, 
reside. It was learned that the 
banker appealed to his brother for 
financial aid, which Roy La Font 
was unable to give. He later was 
seen driving near the Metropolis 
Country Club. 

La Font’s body was found at 
7:30 o'clock last night in his au- 
tomobile, parked in front of the 
residence of W. P. Baynes, Massac 
County Coroner. A bottle contain- 
ing a small quantity of acid was 
beside the body, and an automatic 
pistol, fully loaded, was in a pocket 
of the car. There was no note. 
Baynes, an undertaker, took charge 
of the body, and returned a ver- 
dict of suicide at an inquest. 

The Union State Bank was or- 
ganized in 1922 with a $35,000 
capital. It was in the same build- 
ing with the postoffice, La Font 
and Miss Juniata Starkweather, 
cashier, being the only employes. 
La Font, 55 years old, was a :heer- 
ful personality, who had the con- 
fidence of the community, whic’. 
was built around the large coal 
mine opened by the Union Hlec- 
tric Light & Power Co. during the 
World War. The majority of the 
depositors of the Union State Bank 
are miners. 

Such was the confidence in La 
Font that there had been no meet- 
ing of the bank directors since :ast 
September. Examiners for the 
State Auditor report that La Font 
apparently started placing notes 
and checks with the bank in Au- 
gust. The postoffice accounts, of 
which La Font had charge, also 
are being audited.

SUBSTITUTE TARIFF BILL 
INTRODUCED IN SENATE 


Republican Offers Measure to Lib- 
eralize Still Further Its Exist- 
ing Flexible Provisions. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.-—The 
first reaction in the Senate to the 
Democratic tariff bill passed by 
the House was the introduction by 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich., 
today of a substitute to liberalize 
still further the existing flexible 
provisions. 

Instead of restoring to Congress 
the presidential power to change 
duties on recommendation of the 
Tariff Commission, as provided by 
the bill, Vandenberg’s measure 
would laeve the law as it is. It 
also would permit the commission 
to propose the transfer of articles 
to or from the free list, which the 
existing law prohibits. 

Reports on these free list, 
changes, however, would be sub- 
ject to approval by Congress, after 
being submitted to the President 
for his recommendation. 

To prevent a general revision 
through amendments by Congress, 
the substitute would bar amend- 
ments to the commission’s reports. 

The existing law with regard to 
the commission’s action on alter- 
ing duties would not be changed 
under Vandenbereg’s bill. This al- 
lows the President to proclaim in- 
creases or decreases up to 50 per 
cent in existing levees after in- 
quiry, without submitting the find- 
ings to Congress.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 11.—The 
strange case of a man who escaped 
hanging 17 years ago and reared 
a family before being taken back 
to a cell has aroused the interest 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union. 

Two meetings will be held to- 
night to determine what action 
shall be taken toward aiding Frank 
Pauletta, or Frank Ross, as he was 
known for the last 17 years. The 
National Executive Committee of 
the Union will meet in New York 


and a Pittsburg committee will 
meet here. 
Ross was arrested last week in 


a coal mine by Constable Ben 
Smith of Coverdale, Pa. He tried 
to escape by running into the mine 
and racing for three miles through 
the dark tunnels before falling 
from exhaustion. 
He was taken to jail in Clarks- 
burg, W. Va., where he has been 
identified as Pauletta, who escaped 
from the Harrison County jail in 
1914 four days before he was to 
be hanged. He had been convicted 
of killing a woman in a dance hall. 
His escape from jail was more 
dramatic than his attempted _  es- 
cape in the coal mine. He 
squeezed his body through a small 
sewer drain from which he had re- 
moved the grating in the jail fiver; 
Then he picked his way under the 
streets of the cily, facing death at 
any minute from a rush of water, 
until he found an outlet. 
“We do not propose that the man 
go unpunished for his crime,” says 
Henry Ellenbogen, Pittsburg attor- 
ney for the Civil Liberties Union. 
“It has been suggested that the 
American Civil Liberties Union ap- 
ply for commutation or pardon for 
Ross, or Pauletta, inasmuch as he 
spent 17 years as a respectable 
and useful member of society, thus 
demonstrating that he can, in the 
future, be an asset and not a men- 
ace to society.”’ 
Ross has four children, ranging 
up to high school age. 


UNIDENTIFIED MAN LEAPS

WASHINGTON; Jan. 11. — At 
the request of Mayor James J. 
Walker of New York, Senator 
Copeland (Dem.), New York, today 
asked the Senate to extend Federal 
credit to municipalities for unem- 


by amending the Walcott recon- 
struction finance corporation bill, 
which was designed by the admin- 
istration primarily to help the rail- 
road and financial institutions. 

Copeland charged that the New 
York bankers were using the pres- 
ent credit crisis in an attempt to 
get an increase of subway fares, a 
bitter political question in New 
York. Copeland wag supported by 
his colleague, Senator Wagner, who 
said that the bankers, by refusing 
the short-term paper offered by the 
city, were trying to dictate the 
city’s governmental policies. 
Maycr Walker telegraphed to 
Senator Copeland Saturday that 
New York had 800,000 persons un- 
employed and 100,000 families in 
need. The Mayor declared that al- 
most every city in the country was 
in a “financial strait-jacket”  be- 
cause of the severe restrictions im- 
posed by banks on lending money 
for the operation of local govern- 
ments. 

Walker Assails Bankers. 
“While billions have been loaned 
through these same banks to for- 
eign lands,” said Walker, “they are 
now professing inability to meet 
imperative needs right at home.” 
New York bankers have denied 
that they have attempted to use 
the credit shortage to increase sub- 
way fares, but have announced 
that toe city must exercise econ- 
omy in expenditures. The city will 
need approximately $90,000,000 
within the month and ‘has tried to 
issue short term loans until tax 
collection replenished the city 
treasury. The shortage of funds 
has already caused the curtailment 
of much social welfare work.. 

In opening the debate on the 
Copeland amendment, Senator 
Wagner said: 


“There is no question as to 
the credit of the City of 
New York. It is higher than that 


of any other municipality in the 
world. The question is one of 
policy. But New York is a democ- 
racy and the determination of 
policy is a democratic function, 
not a banker's prerogative.” 

Wagner pointed out that the city 
had never defaulted on any securi- 
ties and had a margin of borrow- 
ing power of more than $400,000,- 


000. He, like Copeland, insisted 
that the bankers would relinquish 
their position if the corporation's

SANTIAGO, Chile, Jan. 11.—Ma- 
chine guns were mounted on 100 
taxicabs today by the Government 
as 20,000 employes of the Chilean 
State Railways, together with 
street car employes in Santiago, 
were ordered out on strike. 

Santiago bus men also decided 
not to operate, for fear of reprisals, 
although they do not favor the 
strike. Leaders of the street car 
employes said they expected their 


colldagues in other cities in the 
country’ would strike. 
Communists were scheduled to 


meet during the day on the boule- 
vard Alemeda and the Government 
made preparations for anything 
that might happen. The taxicabs 
were requisitioned by officials. 


Each cab was manned by four 
caribineers and the fleet started 
out dawn. ‘The cab patrols had 


orders to break up all street dem- 
onstrations. 

-Reports said the Southern sec- 
tion of the country generally was 
quict, but that the situation at 
Valparaiso, principal Southern city, 
was uncertain. 

The communists are charged by 
the Government with responsibility 
for an unsuccessful revolt in the 
Northern part of the country 
Christmas day.

“It is a simple matter, of course, 
to get letters from the financial] 
authorities of the German states 
setting forth the German point of 
view, but it does seem difficult to 
justify. the action of the American 
bankers in offering the securities 
to the public on the basis of such 
letters, without giving (the invest- 
ors) the slightest hint that the 
German point of view is not ac- 
cepted by the allies,’’ 

He mentioned expressly a loan to 
the city. of Hamburg, which he 
said was open to that criticism. 

The bankers represented by the 
attorney who received this letter 
continued, however, to float such 
loans, and to sell many of the 
bonds to the American public. 

Warning Brings Reprimand. 

Townsend, who was commerical

“He is a big chap of about 50, 
loud voiced, glad handed, just a 
little short of being offensive in 
his ovial familiarity. One wonders 
why such a person is selected as 
the representative of important 
Latin-American interests. 

“A reasonable guess is that the 
bankers are led to believe that a 
person having an intimate knowl- 
edge of what is represented to 
them as a delicate but well-organ- 
ized graft system of which the 
President and high officials of the 
local Government form a part, is 
the only agency through which 
they can accomplish their objec- 
tive. 

“Tine Promoters’ Pockets.” 
“The bankers swallow it, line 
the promoters’ pocket with ex- 
pense money, agree to pay him a 
commission if he succeeds, and pass 
unquestioned what sums he SAYS 
he paid out to State officials who 
are part of the system. If he 
brings home the contract he is a 
great negotiator... If ne fails he 
manufactures an alibi. 

“Don Juan (the President’s son) 
plays his part well, even, it is said, 
to the point of going 60-60 with 
the promoters who charge their 
clients with round sums paid out 
for graft. 

“Why has all this undignified 
scramble and promotion atmos- 
phere become an accepted feature 
of the program for disposing of an 
issue of Government bonds? 

“One would think that more 
satisfactory results might be 
achieved if the Government would 
first fix the terms of its loan in 
accord with international usage, 
and call for bids on the issue. 
“Not only would it secure the 
advantage of competitive bidding, 
but it would conceivably save itself 
something of the time and annoy- 
ance which its representatives must 
suffer at the hands of the impor- 
tunate salesmen-promotors by 
whom it is beset, and the dignity 
of the proceedings would be vastly 
greater.” ' 
An official of Seligman’s reveal- 
ed last week that Maginnis re- 
celved a commission of $40,000 for 
his success in getting the $35.000,- 
000 Peruvian loan for the com- 
pany. 

Dennis testified that a large part 
of the Peruvian loans were ex- 
pended on a grandiose program of 
public works, which included two 
concrete roads between the cities 
of Lima and Callao.

destitute, unless the city consents 
to increase the fare on the subways 
financed by them.”

without responsibility to them- 
selves, had floated immense ssucs 
of foreign securities now in de- 
fault. They were now trying to 
dictate municipal policies, he said. 

“They are more responsible for 
the present condition of the coun- 
try than any other group of men,” 
he said. “Yet now they refuse to 
let this great city spend the nnoney 
necessary to relieve distress.” 

Senator King of Utah pointed 
out that the National Credit Cor- 
poration was organized by the ad- 
ministration to meet such an 
emergency as New York now 
faces. He asked the Senators 
whether the credit corporation had 
functioned to help New York. 
There was no answer. 

The debate on the Copeland 
amendment was interrupted when 
Senator Smith (Dem.) of South 
Carolina demanded a second vote 
on his amendment authorizing the 
finance corporation to advance up 
to $60,000,000 in loans to farmers. 
The amendment was adopted with- 
out dissenting vote. 

The vote on the Smith amend- 
ment was taken as a happy omen 
by the supporters of loahs to 
municipalities. But even if Cope- 
land’s amendment is approved by 
the Senate, it must be accepted by 
the House. 

Before the Copeland amend- 
mend could be voted on, Senator 
LaFollette, Progressive Republigan 
from Wisconsin, offered an amend- 
ment to the bill which would defi- 
nitely stipulate what institutions 
could receive aid from the pro- 
posed corporation. 


The LaFollette proposal was op- 
posed by Walcott, who disclosed 
that the catch-all phrase, “other 
bona fide institutions,” was put in 
the bill by the Treasury Depart- 
ment in anticipation of the possible 
creation of a new corporation to 
handle wheat and _ cotton loans. 
This was the first public intima- 
tion that the administration was 
considering such a measure. 


Credit Corporation Attacked. 


The National Credit Corporation 
came in for a full share of criticism 
from various Senators. Senator 
Couzens of Michigan declared that 
the credit corporation had fallen 
down because various localities 
had refused to send to New York 
money that was urgently needed at 
home. 

Senator Glass said that the 
Credit Corporation's failure to meet 
the emergency was caused by the 
bankers’ disappointment when they 
learned that the Credit Corpora- 
tion's assets could not be “dumped” 
on the Federal Reserve System. 

“When it became evident,” said 
Glass, “that there was opposition 
to such unloading, thebankers de- 
layed three months before the cor- 
poration made an assessment on the 
subscriptions. 

“Two weeks ago the corporation 
called for 10 per cent of subscrip- 
tions. Some banks which had sub- 
scribed had to be coerced to meet 
their subscriptions. 

“When the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee tried to get the 
President of the corporation to tes- 
tify as to what the corporation had 
done, we were unable to get a satis- 
factory reply from him by letter, 
telegraph or long-distance tele- 
phone.”’ 

Senator Blaine of Wisconsin, at- 
tacked the entire Walcot bill. Cit- 
ing the recent unemployment pa- 
rade as an example, he said that 
the unemployed were demandinig 
food and jobs whilé executive of- 
fices and legislative halls “*babbled, 
prattied and chattered about frozen 
assets and credit emergencies.’ ’ .

Ogden Mills, Undersecretary of 
the Treasury, one of the conferees, 
said there were certain objection- 
able features in the bills before 
Congress and an effort would be 
made to revise them. He declined 
to say what provisions in the meas- 
ures were contrary to Mr. Hoover's 
ideas. 

The other conferees were Sena- 
tor Glass (Dem.), Virginia; Eugene 
Meyer, Governor of the Federal 
Reserve BoardNand Senator Wal- 
cott (Rep.), Connecticut, author of 
the Senate bill. 

Glass conferred with the Presi- 
dent separately. He said he had 
been called in to “iron out wrin- 
kles"” in certain legislation and ex- 
pressed an opinion that the matters 
could be straightened out. He wait- 
ed for Walcott and they returned 
to the Capitol together. 

Proposals Objected To. 

The Senate banking leaders in- 
dicated a general understanding 
from the White House conference. 
One thing worrying the adminis- 
tration as well as the congressional 
members is the attempt of Mayor 
Walker of New York to get help 
from the bill for New York City. 
Both the Republicans and Demo- 
crats in charge of the measure 
have indicated opposition to this 
proposal. 

Another proposition agitatin~ 
the administration is tne provision 
in the House bill giving the right 
to the Speakor to name two mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors. 
This will be tossed out by the 
Senate. Democrats and Republi- 
cans contend such a provision un- 
constitutional in encroaching upon 
the power of the President to ap- 
point and fear it may vitiate the 
entire act. 


Program of Action.

Aid for Bank Depositors. 


Another economic measure, one 
to speed relief to insolvent banks 
and their depositors through a 
$150,000,000 corporation to lend 
them money, was taken up by the 
Senate Banking Committee. 

Senator Thomas (Rep.), Idaho, 
who introduced the measure last 
Saturday, said he hoped to have it 
reported to the Senate this week 
and taken up for action soon. 

, “It will give immediate relief to 
thousands of depositors through- 
out the country who have much 
of their working capital tied up in 
closed banks,” said Thomas. 

Loans to closed banks the assets 
of which are sufficient to keep 
them solvent would be permitted 
under the reconstruction finance 
corporation measure, but the 
Thomas bill makes special provi- 
sion for aiding the insolvent banks, 
state and national. <A similar bill 
has been introduced in the House. 
The move has the approval of the 
Treasury. 

Three witnesses were called to- 
day by Senator Watson (Rep.), In- 
diana, to testify at the opening of 
hearings Thursday before a bank- 
ing subcommittee which he heads. 

It will receive testimony on anoth- 
er of the administration's recon- 
struction measures—a bill by Wat- 
son to establish a system of home 
loan discount banka.

Smiles at Officers When 
They Arrest Her—Begged 
to Be Taken When Ma- 
hatma Went to Prison.

SURAT, India, Jan. i11.—Mrs. 


Kasturbai Gandhi, 66-year-old 
wife of Mahatma Gandhi, was ar- 
rested today, with two other prom- 
inent Indian woman leaders, within 
a week after her husband was 
placed in Yeroda prison as the 
Government’s first move against 
the renewal of the civil disobedi- 
ence campaign. 

With Mrs. Gandhi, who pleaded 


to be taken with her husband 
when he was arrested, the Govern- 
ment took inte custody Maniben 
Patel, daughter of Vallabhai Patel, 
president of the Nationalist Con- 
gress, who is now in Yeroda prison 
with the Mahatma. A third woman, 
member of a wealthy Parsee fam- 
ily, also was held. The arrests took 
place at the village of Sayadla, 
near here. All three were charged 
with inciting India’s women to a 
non-violent revolt against Great 
Britain. : 


Like her husband, Mrs. Gandhi 
took the arrest serenely, smiling 
pleasantly at the officers. Although 
she was engaged in active Nation- 
alist work last year when the 
Mahatma was seized, she was not 
arrested then, and as a result to- 
day’s action was taken to mean 
that the measures of the Govern- 
ment this yéar would surpass those 
of last year in sternness and 
thoroughness. 

Twenty-eight persons were in- 
jured at Karachi yesterday when 
police charged with staves on a 
crowd which had attended a public 
meeting. At Srinigar a crowd es- 
timated at 12,000 persons attacked 
the police station and freed three 


prisoners who were held on 
charges of attempted arson. 
All Nationalist Gatherings Out- 
lawed by New Order. 
By the Associated Press. 
BOMBAY, Jan. 11.—All meet- 


ings of groups of more than five 
persons were prohibited today by 
a new special ordigance promul- 
gated by the Government. The 
ordinance automatically outlaws al 
Nationalist gatherings. 

Their activities in other direc- 
tions paralyzed by the ordinances, 
the Nationalists today established 
what they call a “nucleus »arallel 
government” by inaugurating an 
independent postal service between 
Bombay and outlying points. If 
this is successful, they said, the 
service will be extended all over 
India and letters will be carried at 
half Government rates. 

At the same time the Nationalist 
“war council’ announced it would 
engage in a campaign to persuade 
Indians to withdraw their postal 
savings and bank deposits from 
Government institutions, transfer- 
ring them to Indian banks. 

One of the most serious conse- 
quences of the Indian trouble is 
that business in Bombay has de- 
clined to about one-fourth the nor- 
mal volume. Business on the 
Bombay Cotton Exchange, secund 
largest in the world, has dropped 
from 100,000 bales a day to less 
than 100, and this involves the loss 
of about $3,000,000 a day. The gold 
export trade has fallen from 
$2,000,000 a day to $500,000. 

In protest against the arrest of 
Gandhi the cotton, bullion, piece- 
goods, seeds and stock exchanges 
have been closed. This never hap- 
pened in previous civil disobedience 
campaigns.

Balanced Budget Essential. 
In his interview Baruch said: 
“All efforts to bring back pros- 
perity and the employment that 
will come with it are based on the 
credit of our Government. All 
must fail unless the United States 
moves at once ani convincingly in 
the direction of a balanced budget. 
While this means less Government 
spending nd heavier taxation, re- 
wards will come in restoration of 
confidence and resumption of busi- 
ness activity. 
“Money is at the base of buisi- 
ness. It is the Government’s 
promise to pay. It represents the 
credit of the United States. Its 
value is measured by the world’s 
faith in that credit. Our money is 
good beyond peradventure, but as 
long as the fiscal policy of our 
Government permijs unbalanced 
budgets, our public and the world 
will continue to start at shadows. 
From the beginning of time . 2f- 
icits have been the red flags of 
waning credit. In a world of alarms 
our deficits have already impaired 
credit. 
“Thousands of people have 
thrown overboard investments rep- 
resenting their life savings in 
frantic grasping for what they re- 
gard as gold. Vast numbers stand 
with their resources entirely in 
cash, although sound investment 
securities are selling at prices lower 
perhaps t!an we shall see again. 
Blames Hoarding of Money. 
“To preserve liquidity, lending 
agencies have practically stopped 
the flow of credit. Although 
money in circulation is at a high 
point, it buys little and it finances

Dr. Morgan said a person would 
have to take six quarts of 4 per 
cent beer daily for some time to 
produce a liver cirrhosis. 

“Seven-eighths of the German 
people have no cirrhosis,” he add- 
ed amid laughter. 

Dr. Morgan said he had _  ob- 
served much drinking in gathering 
of all classes of persons in every 
state over the last two and a half 
years. 

Mrs. Lorraine Catlin Brower, 
vice president of the Congressional 
Districts Modification League, the 
first woman to appear, ventured 
that President Hoover would not 
veto a Dill to legalize beer of 
higher alcoholic content than at 
present.

The resolution requested the At- 
torney-General to report to the 
Senate on the administration and | 
enforcement of the criminal laws | 
by the police, courts and officers.” | 

It also asked the Attorney-Gen- | 
eral to state whether any changes 
in the organic act governing the 
island are necessary. 

Previously, Senate investigation 
of the disturbances was asked in a 
resolution introduced by Senator 
McKellar (Dem.), Tennessee.

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HITLER BARS PLAN 
TO EXTEND TERM 
UF RINDENBURG 


Consults With Hugenberg, 
Nationalist Party Leader 
Before Rejecting Proposal 

by Bruening. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Jan. 11.—Adolf Hitler 
and Alfred Hugenberg, leaders of 
the Nationalist opposition, tonight 
rejected Chancellor Bruening’s pro- 
posal to extend President Von Hin- 
denburg’s term of office by act of 
Parliament. They contended that 
to do so would be a violation of 
the German Constitution. 

Bruening called in Hitler last 
week and suggested that the Presi- 
dent’s term be arbitrarily extended 
in order to avoid the necessity for 
an election by the people in May. 

Hitler, as leader of the National 
Socialist party. delayed his deci- 
sion until he had talked it over 
with Hugenberg, head of the Na- 
tionalists. The extent of the poli- 
tical concessions which the Gov- 
ernment was*reported to have of- 
fered never has been disclosed. 

It was expected that Hitler and 
Hugenberg each would send a let- 
te rto Bruening tonight explaining 
that while they shared the nation’s 
reverence and admiration for the 
President and wanted to see him 
re-elected, nevertheless they want- 
ed it done constitutionally by pop- 
ular vote. 

Among the most significant 
events developing during the last 
few days of busy parleyings  be- 
hind the scenes was a visit late 
yesterday of Otto Meissner, Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg’s political 
secretary, to Hitler’s apartment in 
the Kaiserhof Hotel. 

This was the first time an emis- 
sary of the veteran President went 
to Hitler, all previous meetings 
having been effected by Hitler go- 
ing to the President. Meissner 
and the Nazi chieftain were to-

The Derby Par 

NLY a few days now before 

the first Derby is held. This 
is the Jefferson Derby, and it will 
have its first running, Jan. 23, at 
Jefferson Park, New Orleans.

In the early decades of our 
railroad history a strictly laissez- 
faire policy was followed. Compe- 
tition was the sole regulating force 
relied upon. 

Competition Was Encouraged. 

“Railroad construction and the 
competition of railroads with each 
other were encouraged to the lim- 
it, often by liberal Federal, State, 
or municipal grants in aid of con- 
struction. Competition with water 
carriers also existed. State at- 
tempts at regulation began in the 
'60s, and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission was established in 
1887; but there was no effective 
regulation of interstate rates until 
early in this century. 

“The laissez-faire policy had two 
marked results. One was the fi- 
nancial ruin of many railroads. 
The other was the creation of 
widespread and most flagrant dis- 
criminations in railroad rates and 


charges. 


“It may be that holders of rail-jto pooling, 


road securities long for the ‘good 
old days’ when railroads were free 


from the curse of puvlic regula- 


tion. If so, they have not read 
their railroad history. As a result

“A further new feature is that 
to a very important extent in the 
case of motor vehicles, this compe- 
tition is not offered by common 
carriers but by vehicles owned or 
hired by the users. The privately 
owned automobile has had a more 
serious effect than the common- 
carrier bus upon railroad passen- 
ger traffic. and trucks owned or 
hired by shippers have likewise 
had a more serious effect than 
common-carrier truck lines upon 
railroad freight traffic.

“However, the ‘Plight of the 
Railroads’ is by no means a new 
topic of discussion.

ENGLISH CABINET 
AFFIRMS STAND ON 
LAUSANNE PARLEY 


Conference More Needed 
Than Ever Now That 
Germany Has Declared It 
Can’t Pay Any Longer.

LONDON, Jan. 11.—The Cabinet 
today reaffirmed the British pol-' 
icy that the need for the proposed! 
Lausanne reparations conference is 
more urgent than ever, after Chan- 
cellor Bruening’s declaration last 
week that Germany could not pay 
reparations any longer. 

All of Germany’s creditor na- 
tions, with the exception of France, 
have accepted Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald's invitation to open the Lau- 
sanne meeting Jan. 25, it was said, 


and France is considered to have 
given tacit agreement. 
Reconstruction of the French 


Cabinet has delayed a formal reply 
to MacDonald’s suggestion, but it 
is not thought that France will 
carry out the threat implied by 
Finance Minister Pierre Flandin in 
his statement that, in view of 
Bruening’s declaratior, the Lau- 
sanne conference is useless. 

Morning papers agree unani- 
mously that Germany cannot re- 
sume reparations payments when 
the moratorium expires, but they 
differ about the prospects for Ger- 
many’s eventually being able to 
meet its obligations. 

“Can't Leave Things as They Are.” 

“It is impossible to leave things 
as they are,” MacDonald declared 
last night. “The present situation 
is the result of international agree- 
ments and an international con- | 
ference is therefore necessary to 
deal with it. 

“I am sure it will be found that 
all the Governments concerned 
realize that European recovery 
and appeasement depend upon fac- 
ing the hard facts.’ 

Sir Walter Layton, one of the 
authors of the recent Young Plan 
Advisory Committee’s report at 
Basel, recalled that the report sug- 
gested the adjusting of all repara- 
tions and war debts to the trou- 
bled situation of the world. This 
should be done without delay, he 
said, if new disasters are to be 
‘ 

“That clearly implies a radical 
readjustment of the Young plan,” 
he said. “The Prime Minister’s 
statement shows quite clearly that 
he realizes these adjustments must 
be far-reaching.”

Pointing toa Soundness of 
Gold Standard, New York

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—The 
American gold dollar stands un- 
shaken, says Albert H Wiggin, 
chairman of the Governing Board 
of the Chase National Bank, in his 
annual report to stockholders, 
made public today. 

In reviewing the rigorous read- 
justments of 1931, he asserted that 
both the volume of business and 
the levels of valuet “are capable of 
substantial revival with a mere 
change in emotional attitude.” 
Both, he said, are “depressed by 
fear of the unknown far below the 
level justified by the facts. 

Writing in Berlin, where Wiggin 
is representing 100 American banks 
having credits in Germany, he 
praised the efforts of that country 
to meet its obligations, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that its recent 
repayments of private credits had 
been excessive, and that further 
repayments should be so scheduled 
as to protect the reserves of the 
Reischsbank. Bankers are co-oper- 
ating with a “protective attitude,” 
he added. 

Traces Events of Year. 

Pointing out that the last year 
began with a substantial revival of 
confidence, Wiggin traced the se- 
ries of economic developments, be- 
ginning ‘with disappointing  busi- 


ness results in the spring, and in

When a child appears i!!, |e: 
not conclude that it cannot be a, 
thing serious because the ¢ 
runs no temperature. 

Abnormal appearance or be} 
viér with or without fever calls 
medical attention. 

One must know the child fully 
appreciate the thermometer reg 
ings. 

Some children will get a temps 
ature of 101 degrees with a sim, 
constipation, while others wij! » 
reach above this temperature ers 
in the case of a severe cold. 

The physician who has had 
opportunity to study a child sm 
will learn the ease or frequene 
with which it is inclined to get y 
a fever. 

Careful observation will at tim 
reveal a dietary factor as the pri 
cipal cause of fever in young ¢h 
dren. 

Over-indulgence in swects and 
starchy foods leads to an “upse 
of digestion and to fever. The treat 
ment is self-evident. 

While one should not becor 
alarmed by a slight rise of temp 
ature, say, to 101 degrees per reo 
tum, in children who are prone 
temperature, it is wisest not to neg 
lect-higher temperatures, nor fer 
in children whose temperature 
usually even. 

In all circumstances it is best ts 
confine the feverish child to be 
while the temperature is up.
